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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The amendment filed on March 9, 2009, has been entered. Claims 1 , 2, 5 - 1 1 , 1 7 - 20, and 26 have 
been cancelled. Claims 3, 4, 12 - 16, and 21 - 25 have been amended. Therefore, claims 3, 4, 12 - 16, and 21 
- 25 arc pending. 

4. The cancellation of claims 1 1 and 26 renders moot the rejections and objections to those claims set 
forth in the previous Office Action. 

5. The rejections to claims 3, 4, 12 - 16, 21, 22, 24, and 25 are withdrawn since Cree et al. (5,792,404) 
fails to teach that the deformations formed from fibers integral with the base and fibers broken from and not 
integral with the base are aligned to create a tunnel shape, which is defined as a raised region wherein the 
fibers are aligned to create an open void area with two openings on the ends, and the center of the tuft is open 
to create a pathway between the open ends. Cree et al. teaches that the raised region as a continuous wall. 

6. The prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest a tufted fibrous web comprising substantially randomly- 
oriented fibers, comprising a first region and a plurality of discrete second regions, each of the second 
regions having at least a discontinuity portion and a deformation portion, wherein the deformation portion 
comprises fibers integral with but extending from the first regions and fibers broken from and not extending 
from the first regions and the deformation comprises looped, aligned fibers forming tunnel shaped 
deformations. For purposes of examining, the term "tunnel shaped" is examined based on the description in 
the disclosure (Figure 3, page 9, lines 15-25. and page 12, lines 8 - 22), as a raised region that includes 
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fibers that are aligned to create open void areas, with two openings on the ends, and the center of the tuft is 
open to create a pathway between the open ends, as opposed to a raised region with continuous walls. 
Therefore, claims 3, 4, 12 - 16, and 21-25 are allowed.
